After Ills Hell are Ile Marries Ills Ileiie- 
faetrese. When It Is D severed That 
He Is a Son of a Millionaire anti 
e*-r«stmaster General of the 
Itepnblle of Mexico. 


K ansas C ity, Fob. 9.—A scion of a , 
noble Mexican fam ily languishing un­ 
known in the Kansas p cn iten tu ry for® 
six year* for m urder done in self defense; 
his pardon nfter three years of untiring 
efforts on the part of the m atrou of that 
institution aud their Anni m arriage by 
a justice of the peace, culm inating iu a 
revelation of his identity, arc tho chap­ 
ters in a most rem arkable story of real 
life ju st m ade public here. 
The principals are Presciliaua L. Oor- 
pio, whoa*' late father, Presciliaua Cor* 
pio, was a m illionaire and ex-postm aster 
general of Mexico, and Mrs. M attie U. 
Peebles of Dispatch, Kau., a widow. 
The story is most interesting. 
In the 
early HO’s a young Mcxicau giving the 
name of Camilo Lojiex came to Kansas 
City w ith a bouch of cattle from G uana­ 
juato, Mexico, his home. 
He was a 
handsom e dashing fellow, who dressed 
well aud spent money freely. In a short 
lim e his money was gone. 
He w ent to 
W ichita and m ade a living as a street 
vender. 
One night after an unusually 
good day’s business he was hired iuto a 
report by a Mrs. Sam Dodson. 
Dodson 
soon arrived on the scene and began 
m aking trouble for tho Mexican. 
The 
Mexican said that Dodsou and his w ife 
had tried to rob him. 
At any rate Lo­ 
pe* stabbed Dodson to death w ith a long 
bladed knife, and he was tried aud con­ 
victed of m urder. 
Judge Christopher Reed sentenced 
him to SO years in the penitentiary. 
The general opinion was that the sen­ 
tence was unjust but Lope* had neither 
influence nor money w ith which to se­ 
cure a new tria l 
At the penitentiary Lopez learned to 
talk Bugfish fluently. 
He worked at 
the tailor trade, but was sent to the 
library frequently aud there m et and 
become acquainted w ith the m atron, 
Mrs. M attie Peebles. 
The m atron be­ 
came interested in the good looking 
Mexican and, ns they after worked to­ 
gether, she drew* from him his story. 
Feeling positive that Lopez w as inno­ 
cent. Mrs. Peebles aet a Unit to {wove so 
to the governor. 
She visited W ichita 
and gathered facts to show thai Dodson 
was k ill'd iii mdfdefense. 
Then she ob- 
tai tied the signatures of prom inent men 
to a petition far his release. 
It was 
three years ago this m onth th a t Mrs. 
Peebles began to work in Lopez’s be­ 
half. aud Jan. 19 he was pardoned by 
Governor Leedy. 
In the m eantim e M attie P»*ebloj had 
left tho penitentiary and was living 
near Dispatch. 
W hen Lopez was freed 
he wrote her a long letter. 
It resulted 
in bringing Mrs. Peebles to Kansas City 
And yesterday they were m arried by 
Judge Ebert. 
Then followed the revelation of the 
m an’s identity. 
The m arriage license 
places the groom ’s age a t U years and 
th at of the bride a t 46. 
She is rather 
tall. 
H er face is round and full, w hile 
her dark brown hair is flecked w ith 
gray. 
The couple have started for 
Mexico cm their honeymoon to visit Car- 
pio's fam ily.

Talk* on Hawaiian Annexation In Execu­ 
tive Se** I on. 
W ashington, Feb. 9.—Senator P etti­ 
grew of South D akota was the only 
speaker on the H aw aiian annexation 
treaty in the executive session of the 
senate yesterday. 
He opposed 
the 
treaty, resum ing his speech w here ho 
left off a w eek ago. 
He took issue w ith 
those who contend th a t the islands are 
In the track of conim ene, saying that 
they are not on the way to or from auy 
place or any country. 
If, he said, we 
would fortify any outposts in the line 
of oar travel to the O rient it should be 
one of the A leatin islands, which were 
directly in the way of the commerce be­ 
tween the tw o hemispheres. 
He held 
that a fleet w ould be necessary for the 
protection of the '-fiends if we should 
ow n them and th a t'if hostilities should 
be begun against this oouutry, w ith our 
fleet at Honolulu, we should be in an 
aw kw ard predicam ent. He then under­ 
took to show th a t m any of our w arships 
do not carry sufficient coal to bring 
them from H onolulu to San Francisco 
under forced draught, while others only 
carry a little m ore than enough for that 
purpose. 
“ Suppose, 
for 
instance,” he 
said, 
“ San Francisco should be attacked by 
the enemy aud we should cable to H ono­ 
lulu for the fleet—a cable having been 
supposedly constructed. 
“ Many of them would not be able to 
reach oar coast and if the others should 
be engaged for a day or tw o off the 
coast their coal supply w ould be ex­ 
hausted and they would be perfectly 
helpless, capable neither of continuing 
their journey to San 
Francisco nor of 
returning to Hon ololn. 
If on the other 
hand," he argued, “ the islands should 
be in the possession of a hostile power, 
we would be perfectly secure from an 
attack from th a t source for the sam e 
reason. 
Then the hostile vessels would 
not be able to cover the great distance 
between the tw o countries on forced 
draught because of tho incapacity to 
carry sufficient coal for that purpo se. 
“ it is as ab su rd ,’’ exclaimed the sena­ 
to r, “ to talk of defending San F ra n ­ 
cisco from H aw aii as it is to talk of de­ 
fending New York from Ireland, for 
the distance is about the sam e.”

U nited States would recognize the bel­ 
ligerency of the C abans aud w ithin 90 
days thereafter would assert the inde­ 
pendence of th e Cuban Republic."

TO REMODEL THE CAPITOL, 


K E T C H A M I S P R E S E N T H T ,., 


Attorney General Takes a Hand In 
tho Lynching Investigation. 


Chicago Man’* I’rnpo*ition to EaUe the 
(Hilo Slntphnunr, 
Columbus, O., Feb. 9.—H. Sheller of 
Chicago has mado a proposition to lift 
the massive capitol of Ohio and place 
another story under the structure. 
Mr. 
Sh eel cr says he w ill accomplish this re­ 
m arkable feat for $300,000, and Senator 
M iller of Licking county has promised 
to introduce a bill to provide the funds 
for the undertaking. 
The present capitol is inadequate to 
the needs of tho state and the previous 
legislature provided for the rem odeling 
of the structure. 
The building, built of 
native limestone, covers more than tw o 
acres. 
Mr. Sheeler proposes to raise 
this im m ense structure w ithout dis­ 
turbing a single occupant of tho build­ 
ing. 
He would cut off the building at 
the base and raise it w ith screws. 
T his 
work alone would require a forest of 
tim ber, thousands of screws aud the la­ 
bor of 1,000 m en for three weeks. 
The 
entire work of com pleting the structure 
would occupy about three mouths. 
Mr. 
Sheeler’s plans propose remodeling tho 
dome and putting iii elevators aud all 
modern conveniences.

The principals are Preselliaua L. Cor- 
pk>, whose late father, Prcseiliuna Cor* 
pio, was a m illionaire and ex-postm aster 
general of Mexico, and Mrs. M attie U . 
Peebles of D ispatch, Kau., a widow. 
Tho story is m on Interesting. 
In the 
early NO's a young Mexican giving the 
nam e of Camilo Lopez came to Kansas 
C ity w ith a bunch of cattle from G uana­ 
juato, Mexico, his home. 
He was a 
handsome dashing fellow, who dressed 
well aud spent money freely. In a short 
time his money was gone. 
He w ent to 
W ichita and m ade a living as a street 
vender. 
One night after an unusually 
good day's business he was lured toto a 
resort by a Mrs. Sam Dodson. 
I>odson 
soon arrived mr the scene and began 
m aking trouble for the Mexican. 
The 
Mexican said th a t Dodson aud his wife 
had fried to rob him. 
At any rate Lo­ 
pes stabbed Dodson to death w ith a long 
bladed knife, and he was tried and con­ 
victed of m urder. 
Judge C hristopher Reed sentenced 
him to 30 years in the penitentiary. 
The general opinion was th a t the sen­ 
tence was unjust hut Lopez had neither 
influence not money w ith w hich to se­ 
cure a new trial. 
At the penitentiary Lopez learned to 
talk English fluently. 
He worked at 
the tailor tra it , but was sent to the 
library frequently and there met and 
becoom acquainted w ith the m atron, 
Mrs. Mattie Peebles. 
The m atron be­ 
cam e interested in the good looking 
Mexican and. av they after worked to­ 
gether, she drew from him his story. 
Feeling positive that Lopez was inno­ 
cent. Sirs. Peebles set about to prove so 
to the governor. 
She visited W ichita 
aud gathered facts to show' that Dodson 
was killed in selfdefense. 
Then she ob­ 
tained the signatures of prom inent men 
to a petition for his release. 
It was 
three years ago this m onth th at Mrs, 
Peebles began to work in Lopez's be­ 
half, aud Jan 
19 he was pardoned by 
G overnor L-edy. 
In tile m eantim e M attie Peebles had 
left the penitentiary and was living 
near I)ta|«it< ii. 
W hen Loper was freed 
he wrote ber a long letter. 
It resulted 
in bringing Mrs Peebles to Kansas City 
and yesterday they were m arried bv 
Judge Ebert. 
Then followed the revelation of the 
m an’s identity. 
The m arriage license 
plat es the groom ’s age a t ii years and 
th at of the bride at 46. 
She is rather 
tall. 
Her face is round and full, while 
her dark brown hair is flecked w ith 
p a y . 
The couple have started for 
Mexico on their honeymoon to visit Car- 
pio's family.

Inch by inch the lr en fight their way 
ap the stairway, now to retreat us the 
fire gains upon them and now to ad­ 
vance as it rolls away for a moment 
The encouraging words of the com­ 
manding officer are heard behind them 
urging them on: “ Now, get is, bhys! 
That’s it—get in—get in! Make the 
next landing! H it it up, boys!” and 
all tho other words of encouragement 
that he usually gives. 
They finally reach the landing. They 
are on the floor with the fire. 
It rulls 
away from them. They drive it farther 
back. Encouraged by their wa-tiring vic­ 
tory, they drag np more of tho heavy 
bose to make a final dash at it, when 
soddenly something falls iu at the rear 
of the fire that gives it renewed draft. 
It rolls toward them, an impenetrable 
wall of fire— the deadly back druftj 
Their only chance of i scape is to throw 
themselves upon their faces, in hope 
that it may roll over them, or to hurl 
themselves down the stairs up which 
they have so gallantly fought thejzuvay. 
Better a broken leg or arm than death 
by roasting, and tho watt* of 50 en­ 
gines could never stay the progress of 
•bat awful wave of flame. 
Many a brave fellow has lost his life 
in this manlier, and very often ail tim 
members of a company return with 
their eyebrows, hair aud beard singed 
off, bl aring evidence that they have 
been “ ketcbsd,” as they express it, by 
a lcsH terrible form of this deadly draft.

Strictly sp( uking, it is not an eye 
at nil, but rather n sort cf search ligh t, 
whicb is used to aid the human eye in 
delicate surgical operations. 
Oftentimes gurgeons ore handicapped 
in their work by the fact that they can- 
not see distinctly the parts upon which 
they must operate. 
The formation of ; 
tho human body is such that in many ( 
Instances no light can bo put directly . 
upon the particular part cf the human 
anatomy that ie to be operated upon 
Th© eye can se© to the extent of human 
capability, but in intricate operations, 
however strong the light in the operat­ 
ing theater may be, tho rays lack thai 
penetration and power of concentration 
so necessary to delicate surgical opera­ 
tions. 
Professor diaries E. 
Quimby, of 
Bellevue hospital, New York, has pat­ 
ented this new aid to surgery. From an 
ordinary electric light wire a connection 
is made with this device, which fits the 
face much in tho manner of a pair of 
spectacles. The appliance in itself con­ 
sists of two small incandescent lamps, 
which are fitted one above and the other 
below the rye of tho operator. They are 
so adjusted that the rays focus at a point 
sufficiently near the ordinary point (rf 
vision to throw all the power of th* 
electric rays upon tho point desired. 
It is practically a portable searchlight 
adapted to tho operating theater. 
Th® 
lamps are in the form of an annular 
gln^s globe, with an illum inating con­ 
ductor. 
An insulated backing, consist­ 
ing of a metal leather lined band, whicb 
passes around tho head, prevents tbs 
heat from affecting the wearer, and al 
the same time holds the light in poaiticsi 
and prevcuts any possible eff«*ct that 
Otherwise the electricity might have 
upon the wearer. Th© lights more near­ 
ly resemble long glass tubes than any­ 
thing else. Within these tubes are placed 
the lamps, which can be adjusted to any 
desired angle. When a direct down want 
ray is desired, a small reflector is fixed 
above the light and the rays thrown in 
the desired direction.— San Francisco 
Examiner. 
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VILLAGE ODDITIES. 


Engl lab Towna DUtlngniahed For 1M>| 
One of a Kind. 
Undoubtedly tho most extra iud in ary 
township iii England is that of Nkiddaw, 
lu Cumberland. 
It contains but one 
house, the occupier of which is unable 
to exercise the Briton’s privilege of vot­ 
ing because there is n<> overseer to pre­ 
pare a voters* list aud no church or oth­ 
er place of worship or assembly on 
which to publish one. 
The most remote village in England 
is that of Farlny-cum-Pittou. This tru­ 
ly rural spot is 30)* miles from the 
nearest railway station. 
As a contrast 
to this may bo mentioned the hamlet of 
Ystrad, abo*it IO railes from Cardiff. 
This tiny settlement possesses two im­ 
portant main roads, two railways and 
two large rivers. 
A very unique feature is exclusively 
claimed by Trimley, a small village in 
Suffolk. 
Iu tho one churchyard of the 
parish two churches are to beseen. Serv­ 
ice is conducted I broo times a week la 
each of these churches at tho same hour. 
The deepest well in England is found 
at Hamilton, in Hampshire. It stretch­ 
es 860 feet below the surface of the 
earth. 
About half way down this well 
shaft is a subway, three miles in length, 
which leads to the seacoast 
On the top of the parish church tow­ 
er in Bicknoller, Somersetshire, is a 
yew tree, now five feet high and still 
growing in a bardy fashion. It is gen­ 
erally believed that tho tree owes it* 
origiu to a seed dropped by a bird. 
Perhaps the most splendidly deco­ 
rated church in the kingdom is that of 
Whitley Court, Worcestershire. It is en­ 
tirely constructed of white marble, th® 
pews are chastely carved, and the pul­ 
pit is of genuine Carrara marble, riohlj 
paneled with precious stones. 
On the village green at Meriden, in 
Warwickshire, there is a large stout 
cross which is znppoaed to mark t i l 
central point of England. -Baamok’s

SENATOR PETTIGREW. 


Talk* on H awaiian Annexation In Ctfvo* 
live Sacaton. 
Washington, Feb. 9.—Senator Petti­ 
grew of South Dakota was the only 
speaker cm the Hawaiian annexation 
treaty in the executive session of the 
senato yesterday. 
He opposed 
the 
treaty, resuming bis speech where ho 
left off a week ago. 
He took issue with 
those who contend that the islands are 
in the track of commerce, saying that 
they are not on the way to or from auy 
place oar any country. 
If, he said, we 
would fortify any outposts in the line 
of our travel to the Orient it should be 
(me of the Alentin islands, which were 
directly in the way of the com in cree be­ 
tween the two hemispheres. 
He held 
that a fleet woald be necessary for the 
protection of the 
(fi nd* if we should 
own them and that'if hostilities should 
be began against this country, with oar 
fleet at Honolulu, we should be in sa 
awkward predicament. He then under­ 
took to show that many of our warships 
do not carry sufficient coal to bring 
them from Honolulu to San Francisco 
under forced draught, while others only 
carry a Little more than enough for that 
purpose. 
"Suppose, for instance,” be said, 
"Sau Francisco should be attacked by 
the enemy and we should cable to Hono­ 
lulu tar the fleet—a cable having been 
supposedly constructed. 
"Many of them would not be able to 
reach oar coast and if the others should 
be engaged for a day or two off tim 
coast their coal supply would be ex­ 
hausted and they woald be perfectly 
helpless, capable neither of oontinniug 
their journey to San Francisco nor of 
returning to Hon oluln. 
If on the other 
hand,” he argued, " the islauds should 
be in the possession of a hostile power, 
we would be perfectly secure from an 
attack from that source for the same 
reason. 
Theu the hostile vessels would 
not be able to cover the great distance 
between the two roan tries on forced 
draught because of the incapacity to 
carry sufficient coal for that purpo se* 
"It is as absurd,” exclaimed the sena­ 
tor, "to talk of defending San Fran­ 
cisco from Hawaii as it is to talk of de­ 
fending New York from Ireland, for 
the distance is about the same.”

Next to a dangerous cellar fire noth­ 
ing is more dreaded by the men than 
what is known in their own language 
as the ’’back druft.” This )A JI sudden 
veering of th© flames, usually cooled 
by the burning away of some portion of 
the building that gives the fire renewed 
draft a n d changes its course c o m p tly . 
The firemen arrive and find the whole 
second or third floor of a building in 
flames. Axes in band, they smash open 
the doors, and with the hose dash np 
tho stairway. 
This is all afire, and tbs 
flames are rolling above like a red palL 
With the engine at. work and good pres­ 
sure on the line, the battle between the 
two elements, fire and water, begin®. 
Inch by inch the it rn fight their way 
ap the stairway, now to retreat as the 
fir© gains upon them and now to ad­ 
vance as it rolls away for a moment 
The eneoun.giug words of the com­ 
manding officer aro heard behind them 
urging them on: "Now, get is, bCrsi 
That’s it—get in—get in! M*k© the 
next landing! Hit it up, boys! 
and 
all tho other words of encouragement 
that he usually give®. 
They finally reach the landing. They 
are on*the floor with the lire, 
it rolls 
away from them. They drive it farther 
back. Encouraged by their seeming vic­ 
tory, they drag up more of the heavy 
hose to make a final dash at it, when 
suddenly something falls in at the rear 
of the fire that gives it renewed draft. 
It rolls toward them, an impenetrable 
wall of fire—the deadly back draft! 
Their only chance of escape la to throw 
themselves upon their faces, in bop® 
that it may roll over them, or to hurl 
themselves down the stairs up which 
they have b o gallantly fought thenjvay. 
Be tter a broken leg or arm than death 
by roasting, and tho watt# of OO en­ 
gines could never stay the program of
